BACK TO NORMAL.

If that is the case there are a good 
many districts in Alberta which should also see 
the grading gangs and track-laying machines in 
operation this year. And if the management is 
in that mood this should be a good time to remind 
them of the two or three badly needed subways 
which have been long overdue in this city.

Winnipeg despatches suggest that if the pro- 
jected wheat board is really brought into exist- 
ence it will be under the direction of the United

corporations to be given 4 monopoly of the handl- 
ing of the season’s crop, with Alberta and Saskat- 
chewan to stand the losses if such should oceur.

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THE OROP SITUATION.

According to all reports the West is in the act 
of producing one of the greatest crops in its his- | 
tory—perhaps the greatest. 

The city householder whose ocular evidence is 
limited to the progress of his and his neighbor's | 


| gardens, has no doubts on that matter, It is doubt- 


ful if June, the wonder month of the West, ever | 
made the flower and vegetable plots grow faster 
to grow faster under any combination of out-door | 
conditions is not likely. Since the dry ‘‘spell’ 
ended with a soaking rain in the latter end of 
May the weather has been of the made-to-order | 
variety, Showers and sunshine have alternated, 
with changes at the proper intervals, and the 
rains have been uniformly warmer than is coim- 
mon in this latitude. As a result potatoes planted 
late in May have been given the first hilling up, 
though less than four weeks in the ground, and 
other garden truck is coming along as rapidly as 
the ‘‘spuds.’’ Those gardeners who rather special- 
ize on green beans and corn are rejoicing. The 
warm nights and freedom from frosts have pro- | 
vided just the conditions needed by these com- 
paratively tender plants and they are responding 
in a way to set up new records, It is to be doubt- 
ed if the beans in famous Kent county and the 
corn along the shore of Lake Erie are farther 
advanced at this date than those growing in the 
backyards of Edmonton, though they have been 
longer planted. Garden peas are in bloom, rhu- 
barb and lettuce have been in use for some time, 
while beets and other root crops will be at the 
‘‘greens’’ stage before many days have passed. 
As for the hop vines growing over the verandahs, 
a man who values his reputation may well hesitate 
to say in cold type just how many inches they 
grow in a day- 

The city garden gives a standard Sy which to 
judge the growth of the crops on the farms, giver 
similar conditions of moisture. And informatics | 
from all directions confirm the supposition that 
the miracle of the kitchen garden is being paral- 
leled by the progress of the grain field. Field 
crops of all kinds are said to be coming along as 
fast as the vegetables, which is to say, about as 
fast as anyone ever has a right to expect them Lo 
come, There are no adverse reports to discount | 
this cheering prospect. The caterpillars, so plenti 
ful in some districts, seem to be content with a 
diet of poplar leaves, and it is claimed that their 
day is about done for this season. Cut worms did 
some damage earlier in the year, but they ara now 
eeasing to cut. The ‘‘hopper’’ has not apparent- 
ly made his appearance anywhere in the Kdmon- 
ton district and if he is still doing business in the 
south there is little or nothing being said about it 
in the dispatches and the newspapers or by the 
Government officials.

all parts of the prairie provinces the’ story is the 
same, with variations, but not serious enough to 
cause misgiving anywhere. We are still of course a 
long way from harvest, and much may happen to 
a crop in two or three months. There may be too 
much rain in parts, or too little in some. Hail can 
be counted on to wipe out patches here and 
there, as it does every year in every farming coun- 
try of any extent. A summer frost may blight the 
hopes of the grain growers in some areas. These 
are conjectural occurrences, and may serve to put 
a check upon an optimism which might otherwise 
go beyond the bounds of reason. For the present, 
the outlook the country over has probably never 
been better in any previous year, and that it could 
be much improved is not apparent. 

One thing is certain now; there will be plenty 
of feed for stock. Pasture is excellent everywhera 
Grass, native and tame, has made such progress 
that good yields of hay are assured. The ground 
has sufficient moisture to make good crops of 
green feed, and reports are that farmers ure sow 
ing more of this than usual, many preferring to 
take a feed crop off land which they intended to 
summer fallow. To Alberta, and to this part of 
Alberta, this assured supply of summer pasture 
and winter feed is of the utmost importance, 11 
gives a chance to rebuild the herds of cattle whica 
have been cut down during the dry years when 
pasture was scarce and feed stacks few and far 
between, It means also that the dairying industry, 
rapidly taking its place as one of the leading 
branches of farming in this particular district, 
can be carried on with confidence. The Alberta 
dairy cow is in clover, figuratively, if not actu- 
ally, She has more grass in sight than she can eat, 
and will have ample feed next winter to turn into 
milk- The farmer who runs a milking herd has 
an altogether favorable outlook. The raw mater- 
ial for his operations is available, in quantity suf. 
ficient to carry him through until next spring. 
This should be a big year for the dairy business in 
Alberta.
